According to advices received here 
from Sheriff (Mathis, a rural mail car­ 
rier, Allen Clark, was shot last Sat­ 
urday night on the train en route 
from Vienna to Harrisburg by a trio 
of negroes named Jessie Labor, Har­ 
ry Toborn and Alexander Jenks. 
To further forestall the reported 
mob, Gov. Deneen telegraphed im­ 
mediately to P. J. Maloney of Mount 
Carmel, superintendent of the Cairo 
division of the Big Four Railroad, 
ordering him not to transport over 
his road any crowd of persons such 
as described by Sheriff (Mathis. 
Gov. Deneen also issued a special 
order to sheriff Mathis to swear in 
special deputies and take every pre­ 
caution to enforce the law to the 
letter.

Ireland Gains Half Hour of Daylight 
by Conforming to English 
Standard. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Jan. ll.—Declaring 
the policies of Roosevelt at stake 
and that the dismissal of Chief For­ 
ester Gifford Pinchot is not the end, 
but only an incident in the struggle, 
James R, Garfield, former secretary 
of the Interior, today wrote for a 
local newspaper his views on the 
conflict. His statement follows: 
“I can not forbear a personal ex­ 
pression regarding .he Roosevelt pol­ 
icies at this time. It is because one 
of the men who have stood nearest 
Roosevelt In the working out of those 
policies has only recently left public 
life. I refer to Gofford Pinchot. 
Fight Against Privilege. 
“There is no man in our country 
:oday who has done more for equal­ 
ity of opportunity for the rights of 
the great masses of the people of 
this countny, for the fight against 
privilege, and his separation rom the 
public service is one of the greatest 
losses hat he have suffered. 
“But, fortunately, it does not mean 
that his work for every one of those 
policies will cease in any particular, 
dt merely means that it will be done 
in another way; that he and the rest 
of the people who have joined in 
the fight for carrying on the Roose­ 
velt policies are engaged in a fight 
which is not for today, or one year 
or two years, but for generations to 
come. The policies that were initiat­ 
ed are the policies that must control 
if we are to be what this Nation 
ought to toe in the future. 
Strong Hearts Needed. 
“It means that all right-minded 
men and women must recognize that 
the things that are worth while are 
the things that look to the future, 
that look to the individual bet erment 
of the people of our country, that 
they can not toe gained in a short 
time, toy a

fight 
by 
weak- 
hearteds. 
“In the last year of his adminis ra­ 
tion, President Roosevelt at different 
times announced through his mes­ 
sages and speeches some of the prin­ 
cipal things for which he had work­ 
ed, some of the things that received 
the name of the ‘Roosevelt policies.’
